THE GC. & K. TERMINUS. 

The Calgary Herald of April 8th containsa 
letter from Fort Saskatche wan signed ‘Set- 
tler’ régarding the proposed northern ter- 
minus of the OC. & E. railway. The letter 
says: ‘It seems that the Calgary and Ed- 
monton railway company have chosen the 
site immediately opposite Edmonton as their 
probable terminus. While we are glad that 
Edmonton will have railway communication 
we say most emphatically that if the termin- 
us ia made opposite Edmonton, the govern- 
ment and the railway company are doing a 
serious injustice to the whole of this northern 
country.” Then follow a number of state- 
ments in proof of the contention that the 
Kdmonton terminus would be an injustice. 
No. 1 is that as the terminus will be on the 
south side farmers living on the north side 
will have to cross the river and descend and 
ascend the banks to react the station. The 
letter does not explain wherein the Edmion- 
ton terminus differs in this matter from any 
other south side terminus, No. 2 is thatthe 
principal farming done is 8 to 25 miles north 
and east of Edmonton, As a matter of fact 
three fourths of the farming Uf the district is 
done within a radius of fifteen miles from 
Edmonton, No. 3 is that nearly all the 
vacant land in the district is that east, west 
and north of Fort Saskatchewan. The fact 
of the land near Fort Saskatchewan being so 
little occupied is & most original reason Why 
the railroad should run there: No. 4 is that 
at Fort Saskatchewan is a better crossing for 
4 railway coming from the eass than at Ed- 
monton, That is an engineering question 
which cannot be settled with a lead pencil, 
But anyway the C. & E. railway is from the 
south and not from the east. No. 6 is that 
“if the railway company make their line 
terminate where it is now spoken of doing 
the whole of this grand country will be kept 
back toa great extent” for the sake of the 
saving in construction expense made by 
terminating the line at Edmorton. The 
letter concludes: ‘‘Let the Edmonton people 
have railway communication, but also let the 
balance of the district have sonié kind of fair 
play shown it. As matters now stand, the 
majority of the old and most of the new 
settlers are being done a most grievous in- 
justice, as a reference to the may of the dis- 
trict will show.” In regard to the last sen- 
tence there is just one thing to be said-—it 
is strictly untrue, Edmonton is as nearly as 
may be the central point on the Saskatchew- 
an of the settlement, cultivation and popula- 
tion of the district. To make any other 
point on the river the terminus would be to 
do an injuscice not only to the large vested 
interests in this town but to the settlers 
either to the east or to the west. . 

It may seem out of place to take so much 
notice of the misstatements contained in 
this letter, but on the otner hand to allow 
them to appear uncontradicted would be 
doubttul pohey. Until the railway terminus 
is fixed no pains can be spared to keep the 
matter before the country and the govern 
ment in its proper light, So far as has yet 
become apparent both the railway company 
and the government seem dimposed wo deal | 
fairly Ly the vosted-interests of this town and | 
district, and it would scarcely be fair to | 
allow them to be charged on this account 
with keeping the country back and doing 
the settlers erievious injustice, without 
contradiction. Mf the railway terminus is

Henderson 
have taken their bees out of winter quarters. 
They are in excellent condition with plenty 
of honey on hand and strong.lively, swarms: 
They are now bringing ta honey in large 
quantities from the buds of the willow. 

Mr. Knowles ptt 15 swartns in the winter- 
Ing cellar last fall on Noveniber Ist and took 
them out all alive and well on Tuesday the 
14th. One of these swarms belonss to Mrs. 


most honey in the fall; consumed the most 
during the winter. All are in first class con- 
dition this spring: The minimum weight of 
honey to the hive in going into winter quar- 
ters was 13 pounds, 

Mr. Henderson pat 14 sWarms into winter 

uarters on November 1st and tdok out 13 on 

pril 7th, all in excellent condition. The 
loss of the one Swarm was ovcasioned by the 
queen being too ygoutig whett the bees were 

ut into their winter quarters, The follow- 
ng is the weight of each Swarm—exclusive 
of 55 pounds for the hive--iu the fall and in 
the spring, the difference showing the con- 
sumption of honey during the winter: 23— 
19}, 25—21, 44—-41, 29—25, 60—56, 18—15, 69 
—63, 51—39}, 35-33, 32—29, 65—65, 49—424, 
49—43. The average consumption was a 
fraction over 5 pounds to the hive. 

This is the third winter that Messrs. 
Knowles and Henderson have kept their bees 
through, and the most successful. They 
have a large out cellar, in which they put a 
fire occasionally to keep the temperature 
right and keep out dampness. They explain 
the small consumption of honey on the 
grounds that as the cellar ie kept at au even 
and rather low temperature the bees remain 
more torpld and therefore require less food 
than in other regions where they ate not so 
carefully attended to. Fifteen to twenty 
pounds of honey is the ordinary cunsump- 
tion of as varm of bees wintering inthe open 
air in Ontario.

At Eureka the agents 
sueceeded in winning the Russians over ata 
rapid rate, and securcad the Sipnatures of fifty 
men, all heads of families, who Were anxious 
to depart at once for the new Bl Dorado. A 
number of the Russian leaders put a stop)to 
further proceedings by giving the ayents two 
hours in which to leave the town, promising 
to tar and feather them it they did not “git.”
